He deserves credit, tho the most 
credit must be given f> Major Watts, who brot the tacts in the 
case to the papers after he had fai'fi to get attention in she 
War Deparrncnt : to Congressmen Graham and Jeffrie.-, v. ho 
made a report denouncing the contract; to the other members 
of the committee on war expenditures, who have consistently 
supported them in a. demand for j'istice, and to Mr. Brewer of 
the Department of Justice, who has worked up the case lor the 
government. 
It is discouraging that so rruch energy was required to get 


•what was merely" honest acti'-i . Still it is hopeful that in an 
hour when there has been a tendency to wink at abuses, a tend- 
\oncy to lump good war service and bad war service together, 
\thefe should be definite and vigorous action by the government 
fdr the right. The conspiracy charge gives a better opportunity 
for prosecution here than in many cases of army sales abuses. 
Convictions under the Lever act will be impossible. The gov- 


- ernment may find it possible, however, to make this prosecution 
the beginning of a campaign against a number of men who 
have sought wrongfully to enrich themselves at its expense. 


On His Native Heath 


M 


R. LLOYD GEORGE talked like a Welsh uncle last week to 


the General Assembly of the Calvimsiie Meihodists of 


Wales at Portmadoc. He talked in Welsh, just as he might have 
talked in Gaelic in Kiilarney had certain historical accidents 
and the accident of his own birth been otherwise. 
Perhaps he felt that his own views on Ireland, tho they 
have cost so much blood and so many tears, might be sym- 
pathetically received by the representatives of a small nation 
•which has so successfully and peacefully retained its language, 
its culture, and its identity within the limits of a world empire. 
Here again there was visible that curious disjointedness which 
the years have brot out in the premier's outlook upon life. 


'When he spoke of Ireland he appeared as the apologist — 


the devil's advocate, as the mediaeval churchmen used to i-all it 
— for men who have been accused, even by their late command- 
er, of the most abominable crimes. 
But on another subject he stood for a conception of inter- 


national civilization of which H. G. Wells himself would scarce- 
ly have been ashamed. "The League of Nations," he said, "is 
not enough. There is a real danger that unless something more 
is done to instruct opinion in the civilized countries of the world 
the league may become the breeding ground of intrigues and 
feuds. . . . There must be some influence that will deal v. ith 
the heart of a people. The conscience of people must be train- 
ed so that it shall abhor bloodshed as a crime." 
Here the prophet was eclipsed by the politician, who insist- 


ed that such matters as this were not for the churches to dis- 
cuss. "It is for them,*' he explained, "to create the atmos- 
phere."
